Chinese rev olu tion shou ld be qu elled 
becau se Germany and Ru ssia

abou t to make a separate peace and

to send her troops

Manchu ria.

The ad d ress was d eliv ered at 
the local Flag Day celebration. The 
presid ent pictu red Germany ’s 
“mil­ 
itary m asters” in a sinister plot of 
y earning, reaching ou t, 
corru pting 
and scheming to d eceiv e their 
own, 
people and m aster other smaller na­ 
tions; “ to throw a broad belt of Ger­ 
man military 
power 
and 
political 
control across the great center 
of 
Eu rope and into the heart of Asia.” 


The presid ent earnestly inv eighed 
against any consid eration of allege'd 
peace proposals. 
Likewise 
he bit­ 
terly 
assailed 
German 
propogan- 
d ists in the United States x v ho are 
seeking to u nd ermine the nation. 


“For u s there is bu t one choice,” 
the presid ent .conclu d ed . 
“We hav e 
mad e 
it. 
Woe 
be to

man or 
grou p of men that seek to stand in 
ou r way in this d ay of high resolu ­ 
tion when ev ery 
principle 
we hold 
d earest is to be mad e secu re for the

of the nation.

tre.” 


Presid ent Wilson said ;

Both federal and state constitutions 
provide therefor that no person sha9 
be deprived of life, liberty or propert} 
without due process of law; that ever? 
person shall have the right to a speed) 
and fair trial; that no person shall b< 
put, in Jeopardy twice for the same 
offense; that cruel 
and unusual un 
ishm ent shall not be inflicted; that ex- 
1 cessive fines shall not be imposed, 
' and that every person shall have the 
! right of habeas corpus—that is to have 
the right to be brought before the 
court to see if they are lawfully held. 
The Indiana constitution goes fur- 
, ther and declares that “the pen^l code 
1 shall be founded on the principles of 
reform ation and not of vindictive jus 
tice,” thus setting up a standard for 
penal reform to which the state is ad­ 
monished to adhere.

Of all the pernicious practices of the 
past, im prisonm ent for debt was per

was placed in their constitutions.

ty pical provision is this from Indiana’s 
constitution, Sec. 22.

tected against the granting of perpe 
tual franchises by corrupt city coun­ 
cils or others who hold power. 
Since 
the famous Dartm outh College opin 
Ion, w ritten by John M arshall in 18 0 
a franchise has been held to be a con­ 
tract which could not be taken away 
or impaired. 
The experience of many 


cities pro v es the necessity that any 
one securing a franchise does so with 
the understanding that it may 
be I 
taken away . 
Above a ll rights named by the co n -! 
stitution, the provision—that the legis- ; 
lature “shall not grant to any citizen 
or cla ss of citizens privileges or im­ 
m unities which upon the same term s 
shall not equally belong to all citi­ 
zens”, strikes the average person as 
being nearer to fair play and democ­ 
racy 
than 
any 
single 
declaration. 
“Equal rights for all and special priv­ 
ileges to none” is another way to put­ 
ting it. 
One of the rights which the people 
of the United States and of each state 
have sought to preserve was their 
freedom 
from 
arbitrary 
m ilitary 
power. 
W hen our forefathers won in­ 
dependence and established this gov­ 
ernm ent, they kept in mind the dan­ 
gers of m ilitary power which had been 
throughout history the principal men­ 
ace to people’s liberty . 
They recog­ 
nized the necessity for an arm y and 
navy for common protection, but they 
recognized, also, that the arm y should 
be subject to the people in such a 
way as to prevent the overthrow of 
liberties by successful generals. 
Tho 
Declaration of Independence voiced 
the sentim ent of the people on this 
subject. 
One of the principal causes 
for separation from England was de­ 
clared to be that the king had “af­ 
fected to render the military , inde­ 
pendent of and superior to the civil 
power,” and that he had “kept among 
us in tim es of peace, standing arm ies 
without the consent of our legisla­ 
ture.” 
So great was the fear of standing 
arm ies that the constitution m akers in 
17,8 7, when fixing the powers of Con­ 
gress, provided that Congress should 
have power “to raise and support 
arm ies but no appropriation of money 
to that use shall be for a longer term 
than two y ears.” 
Thus the need to raise and support 
arm ies was recognized, but tearing 
lest the arm y should become *oo pow­ 
erful, it was provided that its sup­ 
plies would have to be voted every 
two y ears. 
Any attem pt of an army 
to dominate, as in some other coun­ 
tries, would be m et by the failure of 
the money chest. 
Indiana put in the 
bill of rights in its constitutions thq 
provision declaring that the m ilitary 
should alway s be kept strictly subor­ 
dinate to the civil authorities. 
One of the first am endm ents to the 
United States Constitution, passed in 
179 1, declared that no soldiers should 
in tim e of peace be quartered in any 
person’s house without the consent of 
the 
owner. 
Indiana’s 
constitution 
made a sim ilar declaration. 
These 
provisions all tended to keep the mili­ 
tary from any chance to dominate the 
citizens. 
But the people went still 
further In their attem pt to safeguard 
them selves 
against m ilitary 
power. 
They gave authority to Congress “to 
provide for organizing, arm ing and 
disciplining the m ilitia and for gov­ 
erning such part of them as may be 
employ ed in the service of the United 
States, reserving to the states respec­ 
tively , the appointm ent of the officers 
and the authority of training the mili­ 
tia according to the discipline pre­ 
scribed by Congress.” 
Here, then, is a complete ¿heck to 
prevent a standing arm y from becom­ 
ing a menace. 
Thus, no money avail­ 
able for the standing arm y unless the 
representatives of the people in Con­ 
gress see fit to vote it every two 
y ears, and the m ilitia of the states, 
while under the regulation of the 
United States and subject to call from 
the United States, is commanded by 
men appointed by the different states, 
the officers being subject to appoint­ 
m ent by the governor or other civil 
Authorities in the different states.

ehaidists shou ld take p ains to p ro­ 
tect their trees, according to a state­ 
ment issu ed today by Frank X. Wal­ 
lace, state entomologist. 
“ Sometimes the leav es are so se­ 
v erely inju red that they hav e the ap ­ 
p earance of hav ing been bu rned.’’ 
the statement say s. 
“The flies lay 
their eggs u nder 
the skin of 
the 
leav es. 
When small they are nearly 
white hu t as they grow, a dark slimy 
secretion cov ers them and they look 
almost black. 
Wherev er 
they are 
noticed the trees shou ld he sp ray ed 
with arsenate of load or they can he 
du sted with air slacked lime which 
sticks to the slime on the bodies of 
the larv ae and dries them u p.

provide therefor that no person shall 
be deprived o£ life, liberty or property 
without due process of law; that ever: 
person shall have the right to a speedy 
and fair trial; that no person shall be 
put in jeopardy twice for the same 
offense; that cruel and unusual un 
ishment shall not be inflicted; that ex- 
cessive fines shall not be imposed; 
and that every person shall have the 
right of habeas corpus—that is to have 
the right to be brought before the 
court to see if they are lawfully held. 


The Indiana constitution goes fur- 


ther and declares that "the penal code 
shall be founded on the principles of 
reformation and not of vindictive jus- 
tice," thus setting up a standard for 
penal reform to which the state is ad 
monished to adhere. 


Of all the pernicious practices of the 


past, imprisonment for debt was per- 
haps the worst. Good men were 
thrown into prison where they could 
not earn money to pay their dem? 
and because they could not pay they 
were kept there. Mere misfortune 
was more often the cause ot impris- 
onment than, criminal intent The pit- 
iable object of honest men in prison 
for no other cause than that they were 
unable to meet their debts caused 
good men to protest and finally, in 
many states, that protest became 
lodged in the people's conscience and 
•was placed in their constitutions. A 
typical provision Is this from Indiana's 


,7J constitution, Sec. 22. The privilege 


of the debtor to enjoy the necessary 
comforts of life, shall be recognized 
by wholesome laws, exempting a rea- 
sonable amount of property from seiz- 
ure or sale for the payment of any 
debt or liability hereafter contracted; 
and there shall be no imprisonment 
for debt, except in case of fraud. 


The federal constitution contains no 


5 ' such guarantee and we have the con- 
- ditiort of being protected against im- 


prisonment for debt under state laws 


! but not againat imprisonment for debt 
under federal laws. However, the 
spirit of the provision prevents and 
there is not likely to be any imprison- 


constitutlon declares: 


No" "state may pass an expost facto 
law_that is a law which provides, for 
punishment for a crime committed be- 
fore the law was enacted or increases 
the punishment or makes conviction 
easier in such cases. The federal con- 
stitution also prohibits the passage of 
such laws by congress. Indiana has

By this pro- 
vision the rights of the public are pro- 
tected against the granting of perpe- 
tual franchises by corrupt city coun- 
cils or others who hold power. Since 
the famous Dartmouth College opin- 
ion written by John Marshall in 180 , 
a franchise has been held to be a con- 
tract which could not be taken away 
or impaired. The experience of many 


cities, proves the necessity that any 
one securing a franchise does so with 
the understanding that it may be | 
taken away.

Above all rights named by the con-! 


stitution, the provision—that the legis- 
lature "shall not grant to any citizen 
or class of citizens privileges or im- 
munities which upon the same terms 
shall not equally belong to all citi- 
zens", strikes the average person as 
being nearer to fair play and democ- 
racy than any single 
declaration. 


"Equal rights for all and special priv- 
ileges to none" is another way to put- 
ting it. 


One of the rights which the people 


of the United States and of each state 
have sought to preserve was their 
freedom 
from 
arbitrary 
military 


power. When our forefathers won in- 
dependence and established. this gov- 
ernment, they kept in mind the dan- 
gers of military power which had been 
throughout history the principal men- 
ace to people's liberty. They recog- 
nized the necessity for an army and 
navy for common protection, but they 
recognized, also, that the army should 
be subject to the people. in such a 
way as to prevent the overthrow of 
liberties by successful generals. The 
Declaration of Independence voiced 
the sentiment of the people on this 
subject. One of the principal causes 
for separation from England was de- 
clared to be that the king had "af- 
fected to render the military. Inde- 
pendent of and superior to the civil 
power," and that he had "kept among 
us in times of peace, standing armies 
without the consent of our legisla- 
ture." 


So great was the fear of standing 


armies that the constitution makers in' 
1^87, when fixing the powers of Con- 
gress, provided that Congress should 
have power "to raise and support 
armies but no appropriation of money 
to that use shall be for a longer term 
than two years." 


Thus the need to raise and support 


armies was recognized, but, tearing 
lest the army should become <too pow- 
erful, it was provided that its sup- 
plies would have to be voted every 
two years. Any attempt of an army 
to dominate, as in some other coun- 
tries, would be met by the failure of 
the money chest. Indiana put in the 
bill of- rights in Its constitutions the, 
provision declaring that the military 
should always be kept strictly subor- 
dinate to the civil authorities. 


One of the first amendments to the 


United States Constitution, passed in 
1791, declared that no soldiers should 
in time of peace be quartered in any 
person's house without the consent of 
the 
owner. Indiana's 
constitution 


made a similar declaration. 
These 


provisions all tended to keep, the mili- 
tary from any chance to dominate the 
citizens. But the people, went still 
further in their attempt to safeguard 
themselves against military power. 
They gave authority to Congress "to 
provide for organizing, arming and 
disciplining the militia and -for gov- 
erning such part of them as may be 
employed in the service of the United 
States, reserving to the states respec- 
tively, the appointment of the officers 
and the authority of training the mili- 
tia according to the discipline pre- 
scribed by Congress." 


Here, then, is a complete- check to 


prevent a standing army from becom- 
ing a menace. Thus, no money avail- 
able for the standing army unless the 
representatives of the people in Con- 
gress see fit to vote it every two 
years, and the militia of the states, 
while under the regulation, of the 
United States ,and subject to call from 
the United States, is commanded by 
men appointed by the different states, 
the officers being subject to appoint-' 
ment by the governor or other civil 
mthorities in the different states.
